State Democratic Policy. 

Upon two or three oecasions recently 
Tue Constitution has endeavored to call 
attention to the necessity of adopting, so 
far as the democratic party of Georgia is 
concerned, a broad and liberal policy as 
one of the essentials of harmony among 
the democratic voters. We are perfectly 
well aware that the mere statement that 
such a policy is a necessity is open to the 
charge of vagueness, but at the same 
time we believe the mental acuteness of 
those upon whom will devolve the duty 
not only of formulating the policy of the 
party, but of carrying it out, may be re- 
lied upon to perceive precisely what 
modifications are necessary to promote 
and secure party unity in all sections of 
the state. One of the results of success 
is progression, and the democratic party 
in Georgia has progressed beyond 
that point (or that period) when 
its most destructive feature was op- 
position to republicanism. The _re- 
publicanisms which at one _ time 
attempted to perpetuate its corruption in 
Georgia has been buried beneath a ma- 
jority of eighty thousand votes. It is 
dead. It was slain by the indignation of 
the people, and it can never be revived 
as it existed during the reconstruction 
period; and if it is revived in any shape, 
orunder any other name, it will never 
again represent an attack upon our social 
organism. In other words, as we en- 
deavored to point out recently, the policy 
of the democratic party in Georgia must 
hereafter represent something more than 
mere opposition to dead republicanism. 

A recognition of this fact on the part
